New ceasefire in S. Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Oct 19 (R) — Right-wing 
milidas supported by Nationalist Lebanese 
allies ^le^ Friday to a ceasefire after their 
heaviest artillery duel for several weeks, a 
United Nations spokesman said. 

He said the barrage developed from an 
exdiaiige of machineguri fire in the north east 
sector ^ the United Nations zone Thursday. 

It was the heaviest shelling since Aug. 26 
when the U.N.- Interim Force in Lebanon 
(UNinL) arrai^ed a ceasefire in south 
Lebanon. 

The ceasefire has been broken by both 
sides but there has been relative calm in the 
volatile border region where Israeli-backed 
rightist militias control a strip of territory 
between Israel and the U.N. forces. 

The spokesman also said that an "uniden- 
ti&(f' gun-boat fired .three artillery round 
into rite, southern port of Tyre late Thursday. 

The Palestinian refri^ camp of Bouij 
al-Slumali, near the southern of Tyre, 
was.aho sltelled. Ok ^kesraan added. He 
did not niention casualties or damage. 

In another development a bomb blast near 
the Lfeyan embassy here early Friday caused 
no damage or casualties, security sources 
said.

The embas^ guard opened fire after the 
bomb was apparently thrown from a passing 
car but no one was hit, the sources ^ded.. 

Earlier this year, the Libyan embassies in 
Beirut and Amman, and the offices of the 
Jamabiriyah Arab News Agency (JANA) 
were the targets of bombings. 

Also Lebanese Primier Selim Hoss dismis- 
sed with senior defense and security officials 
how to combat piracy and smuggling in ^ 
eastern Mediterranean, official sources said. 

A spate of recent incidents involving 
fr ei ghters carrying Saudi Arabian or Iraqi 
cargoes which have ended up in clandestine ■ 
Lebanese ports has threatened Lebanon's 
relations with its Arab neighbors. 

A team of Saudi businessmen is in Beirut to 
investigate one case in which a freighter car- 
rying Saudi goods was forced into an illegal 
port north of Beirut by rightist militiamen. 

The official sources did not say if any steps 
had been agreed at Thursday's meeting to- 
stamp out the piracy but the government is. 
worried about the impact of smu^ling on 
treasury' income which relies on customs 
duties for SO per cent of its receipts. 


Europe, M.£. air routes disrupted 


ROME, OcL 19 (R) — Air routes across 
Europe and the.Middie East feced chaos Fii- 
(fey , with thousands of tourists stranded 
because of a walkout 1:^ Italy’s air traffic con- 
trollers. 

Air traffic was halted over much of Italy 
the controllers submitted their resignations to 
. protest the government’s failure to act on a 
plan that would give them more money and 
better wcuking conditions. 

Rome's Leraardo da '^d and Gampino 
airports were dosed to all departing flints 
arid AlitalitL Italy s flag-carrier, announ^ 


that all of its flights originatiag here have 
been suspended until further notice. 

“The situation is crincai, but we will make 
sure that the planes already in the air can land 
here safely” said an airport offidal, adding 
that the control towers are being manned by 
skeleton crews. 

Airport sources said all other major Italian 
airports in central Italy were affected by the 
mass resignations. Earlier reports said the 
Palermo aiipon in Sicily viiti^y ceased its 
operation after the air controlleis foiled to 
show up for the morning shift. 



Embassies to brief pilgrims 


JEDDAH, Oct. 19(SPA) — Pilgrims com- 
ing to the Kingdom next year wfll get detailed 
instructions on Saudi laws, customs and Hajj 
focilities when they receive their visas. 
Interior Minister Prince Naif says. 

In a television interview here Thursday 
night, the Prince said the instructions, in 
booklet form, will cover such matters as 
traffic procedures, security regulations, and 
health care facilities. 

The instructions will be printed in several 
languages and be handed to pilgrims at the 
time they get their entry visas at Saudi Ara- 
bian embassies and consulates abroad, Prince 
Naif said. 

He also said the Kingdom in the future will 
probably have to limit the numberof pilgrims 
it admits each year. 

Asked about reports that this would be the 
case. Prince Naif responded, “I hope so!” 

He said there is an order in the Holy Koran 
that the Pilgrimage is for him who can afford 
it. be it financially or physically.*' 

“I hope all Islamic countries will cooperate 
in this respect,” he added. 

In the interview, the minister ranged over a 
variety of topics related to Pilgrimage affairs 
— including its main drawback, traffic Jams. 
He also discussed the Kingdom's attitude 
toward the thousands of foreigners who work 
here. 

He said that this year, new televised opera- 
tions rooms are in operation with cameras at 
remote sites, so that when security officials 
see any problems developing at the pilgrim- 
age sites they can be dealt with promptly. 

“The greatest problem in every year’s Pil- 
grimage security arrangements is small cars, 
which cause bottlenecks,” Prinoe Naif said. 
He said all pilgrims will be encouraged to use 
public transit to help cut the traffic problem. 

In fact, he said, this year minibuses and 
siationwagons wlil be restricted to specific 
ureas of ArafoL and pickup trucks attempting 
to carry passengers are entirely banned in 
Mecca. Arafat and Mena. 

L^t year, he said in detailing the nature of 
the traffic problem, records show that 
>^14.449 small cars entered Arafat, as well as 
11,170 siationwagons and pickups. 

In addition. 10,619 minibuses. 10,424 reg- 
ular buses and 6,896 heavy trucks carried 
ri!c.rims in the area.

“So if we import one million workers, in 
foa we get an average *of one and a half 
million people,'' he s^. 

“This makes us think a lot and stirs our 
nationalist feelings. It makes us think of ihe 
public interest,” he said, in calling on emp- 
loyers not to import workers unless they were 
absolutely necessary. 

“He'wte wants to import foreign workers 
must think first: ‘why should I import beyond 
the number 1 really need,'" he said. 

Last year’s crackdown on illegal workers 
— whid included a three-month grace 
period when workers were asked to turn 
themselves in and be issued with legal resi- 
dence permits — resulted in 117,612 workers 
who turned themselves in being allowed to 
stay on. 


Soviets ready to help Syria 


MOSCOW. Oct. 19 (R) — The Soviet 
Union said it was ready to step up military aid 
to Syria, its closest ally in the Middle Bast.

Khomeini halts executions

TEHRAN, Oct. 19 (Agencies) 
— Iratfsxeligi^ leader Ayatollah 
Kbomeini has called a halt to 
executions by Islamic courts which 
have sent more than 600 persons 
to the firing squad since tte Feb- 
ruary revolution. 

T^ office of revolutionary pr^ 
secutor Ayatollah Qoddusi said 
Thursday executions in the 
Tehran area had been halted until 
further notice and a similar ban 
would be imposed in the rest of the 
country. 

The office said any execution 
order must be counter-signed by 
the chief prosecutor and Kho- 
meini had instructed that no 
executions be allowed until 
fintber notice. 

Kbomeinfs ban came after he 
warned revolutionary prosecutors 


and judges th^ must operate 
according to strict Islamic princi- 
ples. 

Most of the 600 executed since 
the revolution were sui^rters of 
the Shah’s repme found guilty of 
torture or tal^g part in killings. 
But in recent months the courte 
convicted those guil^ of moral 
offenses, such as adultery. 

Khomeini reminded judges last 
week that under Islam a convic- 
tion for adultery requires four wit- ' 
□esses and added: “God did not 
want these affeiis to be discovered 
too quickly.” 

Tbe suspension of executions 
followed widespread criticism that 
officials operating in the name of 
Islam and Khomeini have been 
abusing tbetr powers.

They had no immediate information on 
tbe political affiliation of the victims.

He said the trouble started 
when a demonstration of about 
1 .000 people took to the streets to 
mark the 40th day of mourning for 
Kurds executed in Sanandaj. 

Tbe spokesman said tbe crowd 
shouted slogans against Iranian 
rei^jous leaders, including" death 
to Khomeini.” 

“Revolutionary guards fired in 
tbe air to cry to escape the crowd 
but came under fire themselves 
and returned the fire.” 

In the meantime, Kurdish 
spiritual leader Ezzeddin Hosseini 
has said he is prepared to negoti- 
ate with the Iranian government 
on the basis of autonomy for the 
Kurds. 

In a taped interview which 
reached Reuters Tehran office 
Thursday, Sheikh Ezzeddin said 
he had not >*et met Provincial 
Affairs Minister Dariush 
Foroufaar, who is leading a gov- 
ernment peace initiative in the 
Kurdish region.

Dr. Philip 
Hitti called her “one of the most 
remaricable women of the age." 

Sukaynah lived at the apex of 
the Omayyad Empire. She was the 
granddaughter of the third Caliph, 
AU ibn Abi Talib, son-in-law of 
the Prophet. Her father, Hussain, 
was killed while trying to claim the 
Cal^hate. 

During tbc few decades of her 
life, the cities of Mecca, Medina 
and Taif were bejewelled city- 
states inhabited the aristocrats 
of the new and prosperous empire. 
The capital of the Omayyads was 
Damascus so the Hejazi cities 
were tranquil and given to the arts 
and to leisure rather than statec- 
raft. It was a brief, brilliant era. 
Sukaynah lent it much lustre. 

She is most completely pre- 
sented in the many-volumed work 
of Abu Al-Faraj Al-Isbahani of 
Alef^. He lived in the 10th cen- 
tury and in his Book of Songs, he 
included eye-witness accounts of 
Islam's early years. It is through 
him that Sukaynah's singular per- 
sonality emerges. 

At the beginning of his account 
of her, be wFote,'‘Sukaynah was a 
chaste Muslim, outstanding 
among women, of pure disposi- 
tion. and of the witty Quraish." 

Her precocity was noted at an 
early age when she recited the fol- 
lowing verse to her mother after 
being stung by a bee: 

I've been stung by a little bee, 
'Whose puny needle stuck u\ me. 
It's pain was tiny accordingly. 

In later life, she found an 
imaginative way of suiting the 
punishment of a servant to his 
crime. Ashab was his name. One 
night be donned his master s fin- 
ery, bonowed his best horse and 
rode about town boasting of his 
lineage until an old bedu exposed 
him. 

Sukaynah, furious, ordered that 


Ashab live in the chicken house 
until its 400 eggs hatched into 
egg-laying hens, declaring that the 
chickens were his only true family, 
and that he should never forget it. 

While in Medina one ni^t, she 
semfbr the chief of police with 

the urgent message that a Syrian 
(her adversaries of the time) had 
broken into her quarters. The 
officer rushed to her home, only to 
find a giggling Sukaynah holding a 
flea in his face. 

“This is the Syrian I meant..." 

One day Sukaynah's personal 
servant complained of boredom, 
wishing for “an uproar in ihe 
house," which in those days meant 
the hustle and bustle of a wedding. 

Sukaynah promptly sent a mes- 
sage to a suitor, whom she had 
turned down because of his politi- 
cal views, saying she would marry 
him after all. 


In a few hours, a fierce battle 
took place between the suitor's 
family and Sukaynah's relatives all 
of whom refused to allow the 
match. The women of the house- 
hold were carried out in bundles of 
cloth and as they were being 
removed from the turmoil. 
Sukaynah shouted over the din, 
“How's that for an uproar in the 
house?" 

Her beauty was legendary. She 
herself said that in her prime she 
was “ more beautiful than the sight 
of a fire in the desen on a cold 
night when seen by a weary 
traveler.” The way she Myle^l her 
long, black hair became ihu rage 
throughout the empire, among 
both men and women. 

To keep her beauty, she under- 
went a dangerous operation per- 
formed by Badraqus, a surgeon of 
the day. He removed a cyst from 


the corner of her eye without anas- 
thesia. The scar from the opera- 
tion stayed with her the rest of her 
life but it was said that it added to 
her appearance. 

Sukaynah was widowed several 
times, living as she did in an era of 
upheaval when the casualties of 
war were many. Her frequent 
marriages entered popular subject 
matter for poets of which one 
example is as follows: 

Sukaynah's ihrice-'mrried the 
account's accord. 

Become her siiiinr, and you'll be 
■her fourth lor 1. 

One of hci hush.ind^ Al- 
Asbagh ibn Miins.in. .ifpointcJ 
governor of Egypt b> C iliph Abd 
Al-Maiik, a poliiictil iifvimc 
of Sukaynah's leluiives .\nJ 
Al- Malik demanded that liis (uw- 
ernor, “Choose! Egypt or 
.Sukaynah." He chose Egjin but 
built a monument in her honor. 


Sukaynah bore one daughter 
reputed to have been as beautiful 
as her mother. Sukaynah named 
her Rabab. During her infancy, 
Sukaynah would drape her in 
jewels just to see her outshine 
them. Rabab died as a young 
bride. Sukaynah has no direct 
descendants. 

Besides being a woman of high 
birth and great beauty, Sukapah 
distinguished herself by her pat- 
ronage of love poets and muii' 
clans. 

The light, easily flowing lovu 
poetry that flourished in ihc cities 
of the Hejaz during her lifetime is 
known as Chazal. The verse was 
recited and, more often, suug to 
the accompaniment of the lute. 
Performers were sponsored by the 
rich. They lived with the great 
families, received stipends from 
them and were .sometimes 
adopted by them. 


Sukaynah kept a retinue of per- 
formers. She was a famous critic of 
poetry and song and often hosted 
recitals and readings which shd 
would then judge. Some of thesd 
sessions continued for several 
nights. 

She once invited u Syrian singer 
of renown, Hunayn ul- Hiri. to per- 
form at her bouse in Medina. The 
evening ended tragically. So many 
people came that much of the 
uudience ended up sinlng on the 
rt'iof. As Hunain began to sing, the 
cnilupsed and he was killed. 

After her death in around 735 
AD, her salons were remembered 
as examples of elegance and prop- 
riety. She left a tradition of pat- 
ronage that generations of 
women, firom Spain to Iran, have 
followed. 

To the women of Arabia, 
Sukaynah left a legacy they can 
claim as their inheritance.

Preoccupied, even overwhelmed by their own troubles, 
Arabs are apt not to notice the turmoil in all of the countries 
that comprise the Middle East. The four non^Arab countries 
— Turkey, Iran, Pakistan and Afghanistan ~ are all passing 
through crucial phases of dieir history. It is difficult to resist a v 
“conspiracy" expianatton; with eveiything seemingly happeo- 
ing all at once. At the same time, the diversity of Uk problems 
and their peculiarity to each of the respective countries makes 
this also veiy hard to believe. 

. Turkey is facing months of political uncertainty following 
the results of the by-elections there. This will exacerbate an 
already highly unstable political situation in which violence 
has become a constant feature. Neither Bulent Ecevif s party 
nor Demirers appear to be able to muster the decisive major- 
ity necessary for a government strong and stable enough to 
make an impression on the country's deteriorating economy 
— one of the major causes of the unrest. On top of this, there is 
the army standing in the wings. It has already intervened 
directly in Turkish politics in fifties and the begmning of the 
seventies: and might feel called upon to do so again. 

In Iran, the Islamic regime is still to stabilize itself. 
Minorities in the north and south are causing grave difficul- 
ties. The religious leadership itself seems divided and unable 
to tackle the growing unemployment and the steep rise in the 
cost of living. 

Pakistan's strong man. General Zia, has postponed the 
promised election for the third (and perhaps final) time, and 
dissolved all political parties. This is certain to herald a con- 
frontation of an unprecedented violence, uniting many of the 
hitherto contending factions against the regime. 

One need hardly mention Afghanistan's troubles. The civil 
war raging there had a dimension added recently with the 
reports of an attempted coup. Afghanistan' s tragic story is still 
ucifolding. The difficulties, even the impossibility of forcing an 
alien doctrine on a conservative Islamic country does not 
appear to have sunk in yet. Much suffering will have to be 
gone through before this happens. 

The real question is whether these apparently unrelated 
problems have been timed to explode simultaneously as they 
have done. There has been no lack of dark hints recently of 
impending fundamental changes in the map of the Middle 
East. We shall have to wait and see. 


The weekend issue of Al - 
Jasrah said in a commentar>' that 
peace negotiations with Israel 
before its withdrawal from the 
occupied Arab territories would 
only mean a waste of time and 
effort. It called upon the Arab 
I states to take a practical step to 
compel Israel to vacate the Arab 
territory. It said Israef s continued 
policy of increasing Jewish settle- 
ments only proved that the Carnp 
' David Accords were a Zionist 
strategy to realize its objectives of 
perpetuating the Israeli presence 
in the Arab lands. The paper did 
not consider Israel's withdrawal 
from Sinai as an indication of her 
willingness to withdraw from 
other occupied Arab territories in 
case she signs peace treaties with 
other Arab states. 

Dealing with the same subjecL 
4/ -Rfyadk said Israel has con- 
tinued to act upon her polic\- of 
increasing Jewish settlements as a 
result of loopholes in the Camp 
David Accords. “Israel exploited 


these in her &vor and went on 
occupying Arab lands under the 
umbrella of the so-called auton- 
omy," it said. 

“IsraeTs policy has been made 
easy through the flexible attitudes 
of the Camp David signatories as 
mudi as the Arab dissension and 
chronic apathy of the world public 
opinion," the paper said. It added 
that Israel is striving desperately

GUANTANAMO, Cuba — 


The 1,800 battle-clad Marines who began land- 
ing here a few days ago are headquartered at a 
forlorn-looking bax called Camp Buckley — an 
unlikely locale for President Jimmy Carter's stand 
against communists in the Western Hemisphere. 

The base was built during the 1962 Cuban missile 
crisB and looks like it hasn't been used since. Grass 
is growing through the floors of the buildings, r^ 
pod screens flap in the breeze and suggestions of 
what to do with the place are painted in black on the 
sides of buildings. 

“Bum!" suggested an unknown Marine or sailor 
on one building after another around the camp. 

Guantanamo has been an American installation 
since 1903 and a persistent irritant to Cuban Presi- 
dent Hdel Castro. Now president Carter has chosen 
the 45-square-mile bastion as the setting for his 
show of “resolve” against the presence ^ Soviet 
troops on this communist island. 

But the people at Guantanamo are exhibiting no 
sense of alarm oreven much interest in his interna- 
tional gamesmanship. 

Two swimmers paddled serenely recently in the 
blue water off Windmill Beach, a SOO-yard-wide 
stretch of black sand and broken coral where the 
Marines will land. And the most military-looking 
structures in s^t were yellow, blue and gray 
cabanas used by the Emilies of the servicemen 
. stationed here. 

“Business as usual" said Navy Capt. John H. 
Fettennan Jr., who commandos Guantanamo, in 
talking with the 60 reporters flown to the base in a 
Navy plane. 

Fetterman said he knew that the Soviets had 
troops on Cuba when he took over the U.S. base 
eight months ago. Nothing special has been done in 
response, he said, except for intensifying intellig- 
ence surveillance of the area around the base. 

Col. Mark P. Fennessy, commander of the 420 
Marines charged with defending the base, said the 
upcoming military exercise would be little different 
than one conducted here in 1 975. 

“A classic Marine amphibious effort," said Fen- 
nessy, adding that that the only difference is the 
upcoming exerdse is that the Marines will remain 
on Guantanamo for about a month to train. In 1975 
they departed shortly after landing. 

Asked if the presence of the Soriet troops on the 
island had prompted him to take any precautionary 
measures to protect the$ 100 million Navy base, he 
said, “ r ve seen nothing to make me go to my base 
commander and make recommendations." 

The Marines who will land here shortly will not 
even set their feet wet coming ashore nor fire any- 
thing but blanks from their M-16 rifles. 

Instead of wading ashore, some of the ] .800 ser- 
vicemen will drive off their amphibious ships and 
onto the beadi in tracked vehicles, and the others 
will fly here in helicopters. 

Cubans who man watchtowers outside the fence 
enclosing the U.S. base wQl watch the operation and 
' presumably report to Castro in Havana, 600 miles 
away. 

It is possible that some of the Soviet troops also 
will watch the maneuver. 

Fennesi^ ssud the Marines will do a variety of 
tactical exerdses during their month's stay, includ- 
ing maneuvering with tanks and firing artillery on 
the ranges. 

Navy oCGdals said they flew 60 media people 
here because of numerous press requests. The trip 
turned into something of a media circus. 

Ri^t after landing at about 9: 1 5, the Navy gave 
the reporters and camera crews a choice of four bus 
tours with military escorts. A news conference was 
held by Fetterman and Fennessy after the tours. 

Then the visitors were taken by bus to the Navy 
airstrip on the base, leaving around 1:15 p.m. The 
Navy said in one of the press kits it distributed that 
the Marine exercise will" demonstrate U.S. capabil- 
ity and resolve to defend the naval base." 

Christopher Columbus is credited with discover- 
ing Guantanamo Bay in 1494, buL apparently he 
did not stay long after searching vainly for gold and 
water. 

The Marines first landed at Guantanamo in 1 898 
to establish a naval base for the campaign against 
Santiago de Cuba. 

The United States leased the base from the 
Republic of Cuba in 1 903 with the idea of using it as 
a coaling station for warships. A treaty negotiated 
in 1934 gave the United States a perpetual tease on 
the base. 

Although Castro is paidS 4.000 a year for its use. 
Navy offi^ls said be has cashed only one of those 
annual checks. 

One of the military escort offloers present Friday. 
Marvin Coyner, said he could not figure what all the 
fuss about Cuba is about.

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A new kind of black consciousness in S.Africa

LONDON — 

Cautiously and witit the nervousness of those 
who know what it is to be beaten about the bead for 
speaking their mind, a new breed of black con- 
sciousness leader is beginning to emerge in South 
Africa today, their outspokenness tempered by the 
memory of the repressions, tktentions ami killings 
that followed the Soweto and Cape Town uprirings 
m 1976 and 1977. 

■ As in any movement that speaks for some four- 
fifths of a nation (whiles in South Africa today 
number about five million out of the 25 million 
inhabitants) the views are not uniform: while most 
reject the idea of negotiation with a white-ruled 
society in which they do not even have the vote, 
others see h as eiqiedicnt to tty to change the system 
by working within it. ki 

Ail have three goals: universal ‘franchise, equal 
rights and eventually a society m which the majority 
would be potiticedly predominent. 

Whether whites would be welcome to stay on to 
contribute their skills in the forgoing of Azania ( the 
African name for South Afr^) is a matter of 
debate. 

Perhaps the most moderate of the new black 
consciousness groups is the Soweto Civic Associa- 
tion (SCA) — Soweto being the sprawling crime — 
and poverty-ridden African township on the out- 
skirts of Johannesburg, vdicte some three-quarters 
of a million people live in a squalor that is all the 
more obnoxious because of the splendour of the 
white suburbs juA a few miles away. 

The SCA, set up to try to improve the quality of 
life in Soweto, is seekmg autonomy as a ci^ council 
away from centralized government control, the 
right for its people to own the freehold of their 
homes and land (instead of reverting to the state 
upon their death) and government money to 
improve soda! conditions. 

Elsewhere, attempts by a gras-sroots citizens 
group to have more say in the running of its affairs, 
might arouse little excitement. But because this is 
South Africa and Soweto is the place from which 
the whites get their cheap labor, the chairman of the 
SCA, Or. Nthato Motlana, finds it necessary to talk 
about 'liberation' and 'freedom' rather than roads 
and sanitation. 

He believes that the country bclong.s to all people 
— black and white — and that the whiles will he 
welcome to stay and participate. But be warns that 
“any whites who are found ^Ity of crimes against 
humanity will be charged, lltey cannot go on doing 
things to black people without being answerable." 

Motiana believes that the African must cooper- 
ate with the system so that he can alter h. “Some 
young blacks refuse to work. I say you have no 
choice, as long as the country is capitalist-oriented. 
But come libcratHHt. the economic order we may 
then bring about may be scientific .sociailsm or 


democratic socialism." 

In black consciousness terms, Motiana is seen by 
the Nationalistgovemment of Prime Minister P. W. 
Botha as a migrate and may therefore well be 
allowed to operate unfettered by the security laws. 
The apparatus of the security police has long bur- 
rowed its way into every potentially subversive 
organization, largely by the use of blade informers. 

That has enabled the government to crack down 
on radical opponents wl^e allowing a kind of free- 
dom to those black groups prepared to talk about 
the concept of separate development of the races 
through Bantustans (African ‘homelands'). 

A greater challenge to the white shibboleths is 
likely to come from the Azanian People' s Organiza- 
tion ( AZAPO). which has just held its first congress 
•— notable for the number of police outside the hall 
noting down car numbers and photographing dele- 
gates— -and has elected Curtis Nkoa^ as its4)resi- 
dent. 

Nkondo. a teacher, has first-hand knowledge of 
what it means to speak out against the tystem. He 
was detained for more than a year after the crack- 
down on black con.«dousness groups following the 
Soweto killings. Yet he told the AZAPO meeting 
that he was not prepared to negotiate “at any level 
and at any time" with the government. 

The delegates reaffirmed their support for the 
cardinal principle of black consciousness — citizen- 
ship rights. If anything unites the dispciate ele- 
ments of the movement it is the question of depriv- 
ing Africans of their South African citizenship and 
making them instead citizens of the artificially cre- 
ated Bantustans. 

Bishop Desmond Tutu, general secretary of the 
South African Council of Churches, explains: “The 
decision to create these homelands was taken quite 
arbitrarily by the whites, without consulting us. It is 
their way of creating a permanent wall between the 
races and has no moral bosb." 

Bishop Tutu says he dings to the hope that there 
can be a negotiated settlement of South Abica's 
problems “despite the fact that events suggest 
otherwise." 

While he welcomes ihc goveromenrs recent 
apparent desire for reform in the areas of black 


iRiJe unioms and the Immorality and Mixed Mar- 
riages Acts, Bishop Tutu adds; “This b not touchinc 


the heart of apartheid. They arc not saying rhey arc 
prepared to talk uboui language, voting or land 
ownership rights. 

“They arc not even talking about desegregating 
tniyei on public transport or letting the races all 
swim in the same pool. They arc not talking about 
the system of pusses and permits which governs 
where people may work or live. 

“But I would add a word of appreciation for Mr. 
Botha (the Prime Minister). Hcbccrtainly trying to 
generate a new inuod in the country. It b a mood of 
cxpixtancy and it b possible that he may even come 
to di-scuss rund.imentul change. 


“ Hb problem b going to be that, having opend 
up experations forchange, he has whetted people's 
appetites. And if nothirig happens they mayhcconK 
very restless." 

Tutu sees the white rather than the black in Soodi 
Africa as the prisoner of the system. “The laws tb^ 
impose upon us become self-stultityiag and lesao 
their own freedom . As they lock up our leaden, so 
those who fill the vacuum are each time a little more 
radkal, a little less willing to negotiate and, sadly,(tf 
a lesser caliber. There are very few Bikos arood 
here today — and that may well be to the disadvan- 
tage of the whites." 

According to Dr. Alan Boesak. 33-year-oU 
black student chaplain of the University, of ik 
Western Cape, in Cape Town, the church k 
become more important in terms of black con- 
sciousness “now that all meaiiingfiil politicaloisao- 
, izations are tetng batiDed." 

Boesak is a member of the black wing'of ife 
Dutch Reformed Church (the Caivinbt-Kke 
movement which finds a deep response in the bearis 
and minds of many Afrikaners). He sees the gov- 
emmenfs reformbt moves as “too little aad too 
late. The prime minbter wants oonsuJiatbn: we 
want negotiation. If he offered true negotiation, the 
black might be prepared to sit around the dehati^ 
table. 

“One of the problems b that we have opsii^ 
leader. Many would look still towards Nelsbn.^i^». 
dela (jailed for life on Robben Island). Some voaid 
look to Gatsha Buthelezi (Oiief '^Ciister i^ibe 
KwaZulu homeland) but 1 see him as an out-and- 
out capitalist." 

Borak was understandably reluctant to preifid 
what kind of ecooomic structure a ' Uberatetf SohA 
Afiica might choose.

Mcintyre warned: " Restructur- 
ing our trade organization will not 
alone reduce our trade deficit or 
improve the competitive position 
of American industry."

The commission report makes 
the following prediction for the 
Common Market economy in 
1980: 

— The overall gross domestic 
product will grow by only 2 per 
cent, down from an estimated rate 
of 3.1 percent for 1979. 

— Inflation will edge upward to 
9 per cent from 8.9 per cent this 
year. 

— The unemployment rate will 
reach 6.2 per cent from a 5.6 per 
cent rate in 1979. This increase is 
the sharpest rise since the commis- 
sion began compiling jobless 
statistics in 1973. 

— The overall public debt of the 
member countries will increase by 
3.9 per cent, down from 4 per cent 
this year. 

The commission also warns in 
its report that the governments of 
the Nine will have to maintain 
strict monetary and fiscal policies 
at least until the summer of 1 980. 

If inflation by then shows signs 
of levelling off, the report adds, 
these policies‘‘couid be relaxed." 

The commission said in its 
report that its predictions about 
the community' s 1 980 economy as 
a whole "have to be relatively 
modest" because of the recession 
in the U.S. and higher oil prices. 

The community's sharper 
unemployment rate, the report 
added, will be the result of the 
expected increase in the working 
age population while the size of 
work force is not expected to 
grow.

IBM wins 
antitrust 
law case 

SAN FRANasCO, Oct. 19 
(AP) — International Business 
Madiines Corp. did not violate 
Ui). antitrust laws in the compu- 
ter equipment field as charged by 
TransAmericaComputerCorp. in 
a six-year-old multimillion dollar 
lawsuit, a Federal judge ruled 
Thursday. 

U.S. District Judge Robert 
Schnacke ruled TransAmcrica, a 
unit of TransAmcrica Corp., 
foiled to prove that IBM bad 
monopoly power. He also said 
IBM had not violated the United 
States Sherman Aniitriist Act, 
adding that TransAmcrica was no! 
caused finandal injury by FBVTs 
conduct. 

Both sides agreed to leave the 
ruling to Schnacke after a jury, 
which sat through the six-month 
trial, foiled to reach a verdict last 
J uiy afie r 1 0 days of del iberatior». 

'TransAmcrica Computer 
wanted damages of between $ 90 
and 130 million which would be 
trebeled under antitrust law. 

The suit alleged IBM monopol- 
ized the markets for general pur- 
pose electronic computer systems 
and peripheral equipment. 

TransAmerica bou^t about & 
60 million worth of acoe^ry 
computer equipment from 
another computer firm. Telex Co., 
between 1 969 and 1 972 to lease to 
users of IBM central processing 
units. The firm alleged IBVTs 
I practices u*crcai*nod at destroying 
' competition in the leasing field. 

' IBM claimed TrarrsAmertea 
failed to define any legally relev- 
ant market where the alleged 
activity occurred and had not 
shown any injury within meaning 
of the law. 

After TransAmcrica completed 
its part of the case last April, IBM 
filed an unsuccessful motion fora 
favorable verdict, contending 
there was insuffieieni evidence 
that the law had been violated or 
that injury had occurred. 

In October 1978, Schnacke 
threw out part of the allegations, 
saying TransAmcrica could not 
prove predatory pricing without 
using certain impermissible cost 
adjustments. But he refused at the 
time to dismiss claims IBM had 
monopolized the market for tape 
and disk drives and controllers. 

When the suit was filed, Trans- 
Amcrica Computer officials 
reported the firm suffered "s*ub- 
stamiar' losses of $ 5 million in 
1971 and $ 4.3 million in 1972. 
The complaint alleged that unlaw- 
ful conduct by IBM had caused 
actual damages of more than S 50 
million. 

*Thcrc have been three other 
private antitrust lawsuits against 
IBM tried in California — and all 
were decided in IBM's favor. 

IBM also faces a huge antimist 
suit filed by* the U.S. government 
almost 1 1 years ago. 'That trial, in 
New York', is now in its fifth yx;ar. 
The government rested its case in 
April 1978 and the defense phase 
continues. 

India hopes 
to restore 
Libyan oil 

NEW DELHI. Oct. 19 |R) — 
E.\tumul affairs mintsicr Shyan 
Nundan Mishra said he hoped to 
visit the Libyan Jamahiriyah xKin 
to discuss resumption of Libyan 
oil supplies to India. 

Libya suspended oil deliveries ; 
to India in August after supplying ' 
350,000 tonnes out of a total I 
commitmentofone milliontonncs j 
thb year. 

Mishra told a press confercncc- 
hc had a very cordial meeting with 
Libyan Foreign Secretary All 
Abdul-Salam Tureiki in Newr 
York during the current session of 
the United Nations General 
Assembly. 

Tureiki had invited him to 
Libya, and Mishra said Thursday 
he hoped the problem would be 
overcome. He declined to disclose 
wby Libya had stopped oil sup- 
iriics to India. 

AMF mission 
visits Baghdad 

BAGHDAD. Oct. I9(RJ — A 
delegation of the Arab Monetary 
Fund has arrived here for a visit to 
Iraq as part of an Arab tour, the 
Iraqi News Agency reported. 

The delegation, led by fund 
President Jawad Hashem, will dis- 
cuss the fund's activities. 

Dr. Hashem called in a state- 
ment for an increase of 'he fund's 
cuphul so that it might contribute 
eCfoctiwly to economic dcv'clop- 
meni in the Arab world. 

The fond, set up in 1977, has a 
capital of one billion dollars to 
which Iraq contributes 10 per 
cent. 

Its policy L to promote Arab 
economic integration and 
kicvclopmcm, pave the way for the 
creation of a unified Arab cur- 
rency and help stabilize the value 
of Arab currencies abroad. 

It has its headquarters in Ahu 
Dhabi.

Department 
officials said it was not certain how 


much of the inflated costs might 
have been nntn rhe eon- 

sumcr in the form of higher prices. 

The department statement said 
none of the allegations 
"involve. ..willful wrongdoing 
and representatives from two of 
the companies — Exxon and Con- 
oco — denied any improper 
aaions. 

The charges were the latest 
development as a result of a two- 
year investigatioa into the pricing 
practices of IS oil companies from 
late 1973 to 1976, when oil prices 
jumped dramatically.

U.S. toughening stance 


on Cuban Africa troops 


WASHINGTON, OcL 1 9 1 R) — The Car- 
ter administration, toughening its stance 
towards Cuba and the Soviet Union, has said 
the presence of 41.000 foreign Communist 
troops in Africa was a threat to U.S. and 
Afri^n interests. 

''Whatever the origin of their presence, 
that presence represents a threat to our inter- 
ests and, in our view, to the long-term inter- 
ests of the Afiiean states as well." Undersec- 
retary of State David Newsom told con- 
gressmen Thursday. 

The U.S. government had previously 
described the Soviet and Cuban presence in 
Ahica only as "adverse to U.S. interests." 

The third-ranking State Department offi- 
cial told the House of Representatives sub- 
committee on African affairs there were 
37,000 Cuban troops in Africa as of 1978, 
some 2,000 Soviet forces and the rest were 
predominantly East German. 

Subcommittee Chairman Stephen Solarz 
challenged Newsom to say how the Cuban 
forces represented more of a threat to 
U.S.interests than the 15.000 to 17,000 
French forces in Africa. 

Newsom replied that France, as a democ- 
racy, scrutinised the uses and aims of its 


forces more than would Cuba, a closed soci- 
ety. 

A senior aide to the committee said after- 
wards:**it was a fairly weak defense." 

Earlier this week. Marshal Shulman, Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance's adviser on 
Soviet affairs, said that the possibility of 
increasing violence in Southern A^ca 
remained the most serious potential problem 
in U.S. Soviet relations. 

Newsom did not propose any new meas- 
ures for the U.S. to deal with the Soviet and 
Cuban presence in Africa. 

His comments followed the publication 
Thursday of an academic study commis- 
sioned by the Pentagon which said theUnited 
States should shelve convcndonal arms talks 
with the Soviet Union and step up weapons 
sales to selected African countries. 

The report was written by the Center for 
Strategic and IntcmationaJ Studies under 
contract for the Defense Department, but it 
does not represent official U.S. policy. 

Undertaken before the recent storm over 
U.S. charges that tte Soviet Union has com- 
bat troops in Cuba, it focuses on Soviet and 
Cuban militaiy activities in Africa, calling for 
dearer signs of U.S. displeasure.

Rhodesia talks in critical phase 


LONDON, Oci. 19 (R) — Rhodesia inde- 
pendence tulk.s entered a crucial and possibly 
protracted phase Friday when Patriotic From 
guerrillas rejoined the negotiations to discuss 
ways of bringjing peace to the rebel colony 
and ending its international isolation. 

The guerrillus. led by Robert Mugabe and 
Joshua Nkomo. Thursday night gave u grudg- 
ing, conditional agreement, to BriiishTprop- 
osals on a constitution on which a new Zim- 
babwe nation would be built. 

The chairman of the talks, British Foreign 
SecTctaiy Lord Carrington, excluded the 
guerrillas from the negotiations with the 
Salisbury govemmem of Abel Muzorewa 
until they gave this agreement. 

The shift by the Patriotic Front opened the 
way for the talks to move on to the crucial 
issue of how the country will be run as it 


moves towards peace after seven years of 
bush war, in a transition period leading to 
British-supervised elections. 

Until Thursday the guerrillas had objected 
to British provisions for compensations to be 
paid automatically by a new black govern- 
ment to white formers whose land is national- 
ized in an independent Zimbabwe. 

But in a statement Mugabe and Nkomo 
said they had received British and U.S. 
pledges of Bnancial support to compensate 
any of the 6,000 white farmers who at present 
control 86 per cent of arable land. 

British sources said no firm figures had 
been given by Lord Carrington. 

Since 1965 Rhodesia has been an interna- 
tional outcast because of its unilateral decla- 
ration of independence from Britain which 
led to punitive trade sanctions. 


SAN SALVADOR, OcL 19 (R) — Guer- 
rilla bombs Friday destroyed two electricity 
stations and left most of San Salvador in 
darkness as the new Salvadorean government 
countered left-wing violence with pledges of 
political and social reform. 

Fire authorities said that the guerrillas had 
hurled three powerful bombs that set ablaze 
the electricity stations north and west of the 
chy in simultaneous raids. No casualties were 
reported. 

The two huge fires illuminated the dar- 
kened city where at least 3 1 people have been 
killed and over 100 injured in a wave of viol- 
ence following the overthrow of right-wing 
President Carlos Humberto Romero on 
Monday. 

Left-wing militancs threw gasoline bombs 
outside tbe presidential palace Thursday 
night but caused little dams^e and no casual- 
ties.

Carter gets boost in poll ratings 


NEW YORK. Oct. 19 (Agen- 
des) — Half of the United Stated 
Democrats now say they would 
like to see President Jimmy Carter 
try for re-election in 1980, a tur- 
naround for the incumbent in the 
past month, an Associated 
Press-NBC News poll says. 

With the members of his own 
party leading tbe switch. Carter’s 
standing with tbe public streng- 
thened a bit from September's hi^ 
toric lows, the poll found in inter- 
views Monday and Tuesday. 

There were no major Carter 
triumphs in the last five weeks to 
explain the five percentage point 
rise in his job rating — the lar^t 
jump since the 16-point following 
the Camp David Middle East 
summit in September, 1978. This 
lack of a major event to explain 


the rise may indicate a possibly 
rigiuScant turnaround in .public 
opinion about Carter. 

However, even with this 
month’s jump. Carter's job rating 
remains at extremely depressed 
levels compared to other presi- 
dents. 

The public at large splits on 
whether Carter should run for 
re-election: 43 per cent favor a 
Carter bid and 47 per cent oppose 
one. Ten per cent of the 1,600 
adults interviewed nationwide by 
telephone were not sure. 

Meanwhile, Carter early Friday 
was offid^y announced the clear 
winner in hk first electoral clash 
with Sen. Edward Kennedy, the 
man who threatens to challenge 
his nomination for tbe presidency 
next year. 


Long-delayed results in last 
weekend's Florida Democratic 
Parfy caucusgave 534 delegates to 
Carter and 276 to Kennedy. The 
rest of the 879 delegates elected 
were inde^ndents. 

The victory in the- usually 
little-noted caucus gave Carter an . 
important psy^logical boost at a 
time when he is foeed with the 
mounting challenge from a tolder 
of the illustrious Kennedy name. 


A spokesman for Senator Ken- 
nedy said Thursday that the 
senator mi^t set up an explorat- 
ory committee as early as next 
week to m^ hb probable chal- 
lenge to Carter for tbe Democratic 
Party’s presidential nomination 
next year.

Neither Carter nor the senator 
has yet officially declared himself 
in the race, but both are expected 
to do so by early December. 

Carter's forces bad claimed vic- 
tory in the Florida caucus on the 
basis of unofficial returns soon 
after the voting closed on Satur- 
day. But the official announce- 
ment of the win was delayed for 
days and.jpst some of its impact 
because of the complex vote- 
tallying process in the f^mi area, 
which accounts for nearly a quar- 
ter of the delegates. 

When the oonnting was com- 
pleted early Friday morning, the 
Miami result was a lopsided 147 
for Carter and 41 for Kennedy.
